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DETAILED ACTION 

On November 20, 2007, an Office Action was sent to the Applicant rejecting 
claims 16-35. On February 20, 2008, the Applicant responded with arguments. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 16-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Rebane (6,078,904), as set forth in the previous Office Action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed February 20, 2008 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. The Applicant argues that Rebane does not disclose 
generating volatility-adjusted relative price data or generating volatility-adjusted relative 
price chart by plotting volatility-adjusted relative price data within dynamic volatility 
intervals. In response, Rebane discloses generating volatility-adjusted relative price 
data and generating volatility-adjusted relative price chart by plotting volatility-adjusted 
relative price data within dynamic volatility intervals. The volatility is often used to 
quantify the risk of the instrument over a time period. Rebane discloses a reformatted 
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correlation matrix and related risk adjusted returns for a selected list of candidates 
(fig . 1 0). Rebane further discloses: 

Referring now to FIG. 10 there is shown another screen display 
1000 of the present invention, this one representing a modified 
correlation matrix of risk adjusted returns for a portfolio of 
candidate securities. The risk adjusted returns may be 
conventionally calculated; the present invention here 
provides a new and more insightful way of understanding the 
standard correlation matrix. 

(110) In FIG. 10, the risk adjusted returns— expected return 
divided by the standard deviation--f or each investment 1007 as 
shown on the main diagonal 1001 as varying height rectangular 
boxes 1003, and the correlation coefficients for all pairs of 
securities are shown at the intersecting of f -diagonals . 

(111) The lines 1005 above the wider rectangles of the risk 
adjusted returns indicate the marginal returns available if the 
predicted market appreciation were perfectly known--i.e. if 

. sigma . . sub . M =0--and therefore quantify the decrements due to 
market uncertainty as another function of our ignorance of 
the future. The returns and intersecting correlation 
coefficients of the investments selected are displayed by the 
filled rectangles with the rejected investments indicated as 
outlined rectangles.
